Be sure to contact the city, town, and county to see if you can operate the business in your chosen 

location. It is common for local zoning restrictions or ordinances to prevent certain types of businesses 

from operating in a specific area. For example, a city ordinance may not allow adult oriented businesses 

to operate near places of worship or where children gather.
